Nother thing that deferves no Iefs than the 

\% former to be coniiderd, is the Refources 
or Means France has to repair its Lofles, and how 
praéticable they are render'd by the great Autho- 
rity of the Kmg, the fubmiffive Obedience of the 
People, the great Extent and advantagious Situation of 


‘the Country, the Populoufnefs of the Kingdom and 


its Dependencies, the Genius of the Nation, and the 
Obligation (introduc’d by Guftom) of the Nobility 
te go into the Service ; alfo the Fruitfulnefs of the 
Soil, and the Multiplicity of its Produéts, which 
being vended chiefly in the Northern Parts of Eu- 
repe, bring great Sums of Money into the King- 
om; as docs alfo theit Management and Trade 
in America, and will do more, if their Settle- 


‘ments at Lima and other Places on the South-Coaft 


of that Part of the World, be not diftuib’d and 
hinder'd: From all this in genersi, the Confticu- 
tion of ‘the Kingdom, and_the Experience of former 
Times, and even of this War, we draw this Con- 
clufion, that how low foever France has been brought, 


whether by forreign Wars in which even their, 


Kings were taken Prifoners, or by civil Broils and 
Troubles, that Crown has always been able in a 
fhort time to recover it felf agen, and gain the 
better of thelr Adverfary; and efpecially if by 
the Diminution or Slackening of the former Efforts 
they gain’'d Time and Opportunity. 

Laftly, the Diligence and Difpatch with which 
the Enemy apply themfelves to their Preparations 
of War, for repairing their Loffes, ought not to 
be pafs'd over without Remark. Examples of the 
Advantages they have gain’d by it are not uncommon 
anc the Wars that preceded the Peace of Ryfwick 
afford more than one Proof of it; but not to 
dwell upon this Argument, we have fufficiently ex- 
perienc’'d during the prefent War, one Year after 
another, that tho’ the Enemy (as has been already 
recited) has been fondly beaten, and have fuffer'd 
very great Lofs, yet they have always appear'd firft 
agen, and with formidable Numbers, in the Field. 
Even the mighty Defeats and Loffes they have 
fuftiin’'d che paft Campaign have not flacken’d but 
guicken'd their Diligence ; for, according to all Ad- 
vices, the Enemy by raifing great Levies and Re- 
cruits, by commanding the Intendants of the Provinces 
to furnifh a confiderable Number of Men, b 
gemounting their Horfe and Dragoons, by contri- 
ving and introducing new Ways to raife 
and by making careful Provifion of all other Ne- 
ceflaries, are endeavouring with the moft earneft 
Application and Expedition ro re-eftablifh their that- 
erd Armies and broken Troops, and put them into 
a Condition of Service. 

All thefe Inftances and Particulars of the Enemy’s 
Power, Refources. and experienc’d Diligence and Dif- 
atch; of the Difficulties and Hazard wirh which the 
Succefs God Almighty hes been pleas'd to profper the 
Arms of Your High Mightineffes and your Allies have 
been accompanied ;and of the Viciflirude of Events.that 
have beencommonly experienc’d in \Var,and parcicularly 
in the prefent ; do of chemfelves moftevidenrly thew,that 
the only right Ufe chat can be made of rhofe Succef- 
fes, is without one Moment’s Negle& ro purfue them, 
with redoubled Zeal, Application, and Vigour, and 
with an Augumentarion (if it can be done) of the 
Efforts that have hitherto heen made, till the Enemy 
be brought to Reafon. The ancienc and modern 
Hiftcries want not Examples of very great Advantages 
obtain’d by Princes and States who have made good 


Ufe of their Vitteries ; nor on the other Hand are 
we without Inftaaces, and thofe not ancient, of great 
Misfortunes attending Succefles thet have not been 
duely purfued and rightly improv’d. And we ought 
the rather ro have this always in our Minds, becaufe 
good Fortune ufually begets Careleffnefs and Supine- 
nefs, and Men being elated with Succeffes, often 
conceive a meaner Opinion, than they ought, of 
the Strength of the Enemy, and give the lefs 
Head to their Machinations and Inrrigues. 

The Confequence of making the Ufe we propofe, 
will be, not osly chme thg Conquefts and Succeffes 
already gain’d will be fecur’d, and be more and more 
extended and multiplied ; but the Enemy will che 
the fooner be brought to a good and folid Peace. A 
Peace, High and Mighty Lords, not exifting only 
in Treaties, or Depending on the Enemy’s Interpre- 
tations, as were moft of the former, and were there- 
fore fo lightly broken by them, but in Realities; fuch 
a one, as being made with the faithful Communi- 
cation and Concurrence of all the high Allies that 
are engag’d with the State in this War, fhall, by re- 
moving the French Power from the Frontiers of the 
State, and eftablifhing a good and fafe Barriere, fe- 
cur'd and corrobated with the common Guarantie of 
the high Allies, laft many Years.
